Thirty-Three Out of 39 Given Pen 
Sentences---Some Guilty of Mur- 
der, Declared Judge Anderson. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 30.— 
The thirty-three union labor men 
burst into song this afternoon as they 
had been sentenced. At 4 o'clock the 
prisoners, shackled to deputy mar- 
shals, with Marshal Schmidt and Su- 


perintendent of Police Martin J. Hy- 


land ‘in the lead, stepped out of the 


federal building and on their march 
to the county jail, began to sing, “On 
the Banks of Shannon.” 

The singing continued, with crying 
women and children following the pro- 
cession, almost until the jail was 
reached Every effort by the officials 
to stop the demonstration. caused 
louder singing. 

Ryan Downcast and Heartbroken. 

The prisoners tonight prepared for 
their departure for Leavenworth, yet 
still unaware of just when they are to 
leave. The most downcast and 
heart-broken of them all was Presi- 
dent Ryan, upon whom the hand of 
the court fell heaviest. Already a 
gray-headed man of almost 58 years, 
Ryan seemed instantly to become 
more aged when his sentence of sev- 
el. years was pronounced. He declined 
to talk to anyone. 

Ryan became the head of the iron 
workers’ union seven years ago, suc- 
ceeding Frank Buchanan, now a mem- 
ber of congress. By virtue of office 
in the union, Ryan later became sec- 
ond vice president of the building 
trades. department of the American’

HOW LABOR LEADERS 
HEARD THEIR DOOM 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 30.— 
Imprisonment in the federal peniten- 
tiary at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., to- 
day was imposed as punishment upon 
thirty-three labor union officials, con- 
victed of having engaged in the de- 
struction of property by dynamite over 
an area extending from Boston to Los 
Angeles. 

A remarkable scene in the struggle 
of the wives of the prisoners to reach 
their husbands attended the passing 
of sentences. It was ordered that all 
spectators should be cleareag from the 
room and the prisoners be allowed to 
talk with members of their families. 

Some of the men made pleas for 
mercy; others wept in 
their wives.

Heaviest Sentence for Ryan. 

Frank M. -Ryan, president of the 
kronworkers’ International union, 
whose strike was given as the motive 
for promoting the dynamite plots, was 
sentenced te seven vears' imprison- 
ment, tlyYe heaviest punishment of all. 

Of the thirty-eight men convicted as 
eonspirators and aiders the Me- 
Namara dynamiting schemes, eight— 
all affiliated with Ryan—were given 
prison terms of six years.

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HOLES IN PAVING 
ON PEACHTREE ST. 


Newly Laid Paving Is Already 
Disintegrating 


Material Used Was the Sarre as 
That Rejected by Citizens on 
North Boulevard. 


It seems only yesterday that resi- 
dents of Peachtree street and citizens 
generally were rejoicing over the re- 
opening of that thoroughfare to. traffic 
after months and months of delay in- 
cident to the lowering of the grade. 
At last, they said, we can ride out 
home without golng blocks out of the 
way or running the risk of death by 
being dumped into the street from a 
street car which was perched high in 
the air. Work on the street had been 
delayed for what seemed an age, but 
when the street was once reopened this 
delay was forgotten. The new pave- 
ment was smooth and shining ag some 
dark ribbon and—well, the residents 
thought it would be a long, long time 
they would have occasion to 
eomplain. 

Therein they were wrong—dead 
wrong. From the present outlook it 
will be only a matter of days when the 
street will again have to be closed to 
traffic if the disintegration of the pave- 
ment keeps up at the rate that has 
begun. 

Yawning Cavities Apear. 

Near the Capital City club, directly in 
front of No. 253 Peachtree street, two 
yawning cavities have made their ap- 
pearance within the past three days. 

he larger hole is approximately three 
feet square and about four inches deep. 
The smaller one isabout two-thirds the 
area and depth of the larger. If the 
pavement keeps on disintegrating at 
this point at the rate it has begun 
someone is going to sink an automobile 
so deep that derricks will be required 
to hoist it out. The pavement of the 
street is of such poor. material that 
one can scoop up handsful of it with- 
out half trying. 

But the most startling part of the 
situation is yet to be told. It develops 
that the material used in laying the 
pavement is practically the same as 
that used on North Boulevard which 
G. M. Ingram, president of the Southern 
Bitulithic company, frankly admitted 
was of such inferior quality that he 
would + Ba have used it had. it .not been 
specifi by the construction depart- 
ment. 

The material. used on Peachtree 
street was furnished by the city and 
the work was done by the county. At 
the present rate of disintegration the 
new pavement will not last nearly so 
long as the old asphalt, which has 
been down for five or six years. 

Repairs Will Be Made. 

Superintendent of Construction Clay- 
ton stated to a Constitution reporter 
Monday afternoon that the paving at 
the spot near Harris street would be 
attended to immediately. He attributes 
the defect to settlement of the asphalt, 
due to probable sagging of sewerage 
pipes or conduits directly underneath. 

The entire block of paving from 
Harris to Baker street on the eastern 
side has become bumpy. 

The paving material used was pur- 
chased by the city from the Standard 
Oil company at an approximate cost of 
$1,200. A provoking amount of time 
was required in the work of excavation 
and construction. Had it not been for 
the timely campaign waged against 
this delay by The Constitution, prog- 
ress, in all likelihood, would have been 
even slower. 

The North Boulevard paving, it will 
be remembered, was faulty and so im- 
perfect at many spots that it rapidly 
went to pieces. This material, ad- 
mitted by contractors to have been un- 
worthy, was of the same grade laid in 
the widened section of Peachtree, but 
of a different mixture. The North 
Boulevard paving is now being re- 
moved and work of replacing it with 
bitulithic material is in progress.

TURKEY APPEALS 
10 BIG POWERS 


Mediation Is Ottoman Scheme 
for Saving Ottoman Face 


BALKAN STATES INDIGNANT 


Ultimatum to Be Issued at Next Meet- 
ing of Conference, Which May 
End Peace Negotiations, 


London, December 30.—A naval! bat- 
tle between Turkish and Greek forces 
occurred today off the Island of Ten- 
edos, in which the Greeks suffered se- 
vere losses, according to a news agency 
dispatch received here tonight from 
Constantinople. 


London, December’ 31.—The Times 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Belgrade: 

“It is reported that the ministry of 
war has received a telegram stating 
that Scutari has fallen before a Ser- 
vian attack.” 


London, December 30.—After a fort- 
night of sparring and feinting, Turkey 
has finally shown her hand in the 
peace conference. Mediation by the 
great powers is the Ottoman scheme 
for emerging from the war with the 
best face for the nation and for the 
plenipotentiaries, which the situation 
will permit. 

The Turkish delegates proposed this 
solution in guarded terms at today's 
session. The meeting was brief and 
more strained than any which pre- 
ceded it, and the Turkish tactics were 
characteristic. 

Turkey Wants Powers to Mediate. 

The delegation had received fresh 
instructions from the porte, Rechad 
Pasha announced, but part of the tele- 
gram was undecipherable and must be 
repeated to Constantinople ‘for trans’ 
lation. Then Rechad Pasha came to 
the point. .to which the Ottomans hed 
been leading up since the beginning, 
in the opinion of their opponents. He 
declared he was able to state that 
\most of the questions under, discus- 
ston should be referred to the powers. 
The boundary between Bulgaria and 
Turkey was an exception; that was a 
matter, he said, for direct settlement 
between the two governments. 

Then the Turkish delegates attempt- 
ed to discuss the questions at issue 
informally, but the allies insisted that 
they should .put their propositions in 
writing, which, after a conference, the 
Turks said they were not prepared 
to do. 

Allies toe Issue Ultimatum. 

The allies propose to bring affairs 
to a crisis by a statement in the na- 
ture of an ultimatum at the next ses- 
sion of the conference on Wednesday. 
They express the determination not 
to waste more time in waiting for 
telegraphic consultations, real or pre-~- 
tended, between Constantinople and 
Turkish delegates in London, and will 
meet at an early hour Wednesday to 
decide upon their policy. 

Mediation has two advantages from 
the Turkish viewpoint. First, the 
tendency, of such an arrangement al- 
ways is in the direction of a compro- 
mise. In the second place mediation 
would save the Turkish government's 
prestige in the eyes of the people by 

making it appear that Turkey con- 
cedes the sacrifices which she inevita- 
bly must make, to the pressure of all 
Europe instead of at the dictation of 
the heretofore despised Balkan states. 

The first consideration from the 
viewpoint of the allies is opposed to 
their interests. Suc. a solution as 
mediation offers would be of further 
disadvantage to them in that certain 
powers—aAustria and Italy—could not 
be considered as disinterested arbitra- 
tors. 

Varying Degrees of Dissatisfaction. 

In the camp of the allies, the pro- 
posal for mediation has been received 
with varying degrees of dissatisfac- 
tion. All are agreed that mediation 
would be possible of acceptance, only 
if the authority entrusted to the me- 
diators was ot such limits that it 
would be impossible to deprive the 
victorg of conquests rightfully gained; 
that it must be mediation taking into 
account the present status of the bel- 
ligerents, not the ante-bellum status, 
and, abeve all, that it must be media- 
tion, not arbitration. 

Servia and Montenegro are most dis- 
satisfied of all, in the belief that it 
will be impossible to get impartial me- 
diation by the powers, which include 
Austria, a nation which has shown in 
the past and is showing now such a 
threatening attitude against what 
these states assert is a legitimate as- 
piration. 

The allies also fear Italian aspira- 
tions. Official Italy behaves’ toward 
Greece with referenc> to Avlona just 
as Austria does toward Servia and 


Albania.

Revolutionary Reforms Proposed 
by “Civic Doctor’ 


WANTS BOARDS ABOLISHED 


Radical Changes Are Advised in the 
Work of the Police Department. 
Lower Water Rate Favored.

Revolutionary reforms in the city 
government of Atlanta were pro 
| posed in the report submitted to the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce Mofti- 
day by Herbert L. Sands, municipal 
government expert of the New York 
bureau of municipal research. 

He calied for the abolition of the 
park, police and other boards; the 
consolidation of the city and the 
county, governments; radical changes 
in the work of the police department; 
standardization of city employees’ 
salaries; a decrease in the water 
rate; the elimination of grade cross- 
ings; the improvement of street 
conditions, and remedies for many 
other evils which the “civic doctor” 
observed in his study of conditions 
throughout the city of Atlanta. 

Printed in a neat pamphlet of 64 
pages, the report is ready for dis- 
tribution to all who are interested> 
The opportunity has thus been pro- 
vided by Atlanta’s chamber of :com- 
merce for the citizens of this city 
to see themselves, through the eyes 
of an outsider, a rea] student of 
conditions. The funds for this pre 
liminary study by Mr. Sands were 
raised by the chamber’s committee 
on municipal research, headed by 
Colonel Frederic J. Paxon, and 
through a sub-committee of which | 
|John E. Murphy. was chairman. The

Sands’ Mission te Atlanta. 

“Our mission in Atlanta was to point 
out the places where the present struc- 
ture is weak and where present meth- 
ods are defective, and to suggest wa¥s 
and means whereby such weaknesses 
and defects might ‘be remedied,” says 
Mr. Sands in his letter to Colonel 
Paxon transmitting the. report. 

The information contained in the re- 
port is. summarized into sections and 
sub-sections, so that any feature can 
easily be. found at any time. The re-. 
forms proposed deal with the con- 
struction, park, police, fire, water and 
sanitary departments, inspection of 
bulldings, inspection of weights and 
measures, inspection of licenses, comp- 
troller’s office, budget methods, the 
passing of ordinances, purchasing sup- 
plies and materials, payment of claims, 
bank deposits and treasurer’s balances, 
bonded debt and the assessing and col- 
lecting of taxes. 

Following is a condensed summary 
of the report, which follows in part 
the detailed summary given in the 
first twenty pages of the pamphlet: 

Section 1. Defective conditions easily 
corrected by slight improvement in ad- 
ministration. 

Construction Department. 

Many thousands of dollars might be 
saved annually if the city, when build- 
ing pavements, would adapt the thick- 
ness of the pavement to the stresses 't 
will be required to. bear. 

Sewer specifications have been so in- 
definite that neither the city’s nor the 
contractors’ interests were protected:

Streets have been torn up for sev- 
era. blocks and allowed to remain lone 
in an incompleted condition. 

Approval of further changes in 

es of streets, unless urgently re- 
quired, should await the development 
of plans of the newly appointed At- 
' Janta city plan commission. 

Owing to the location of the depart- 
ment’s stables at one side of town, 
there is a tremendous loss of time and 
also of team energy in going to and 
returning from places of work. 

The efficiency of city convict gangs 
is much less than that of the county 
gangs. 

The department has kept no records 
showing unit costs on any repair work 
Or on construction work done by de- 
partmental labor, nor have any rec- 
ords been kept showing efficiency of 
employees. 

No printed annual report has been 
issued by the department for several 
years. A report should be issued an- 
nually. 

The physical arrangement of the de- 
partment’s offices is not conducive to 
efficiency. 

Park Department. 

All city parks should be well lighted 
and policed, particularly during the 
first half of the night and during the 
warmer months. 

Adequate cost records have not been 
maintained, 

After insufficient advertising the 
board let park privileges on a six-year 
contract. This is too long a period, 
because at the end of two or three 
years the privilege may have become 
twice as valuable. 

Police Department. 


Complete efficiency records should 
be maintained currently of every man 
in the department. 

Greater endeavor should be made to 
inform the fore relative to men and 
property wanted. 

Fingerprint equipment and a finger- 
print operator should be provided. 

Card records which relate to prison- 
ers about-to be arraigned should be 
sent up to court for the information of 
the recorder when determining sen- 
tence. 

The uniformed force does not have 
a goldierly bearing. At the time men 
join the force they should be given 
“setting up’’ exercises. 

he traffic squad should be further | 
instrueted in traffic regulation and be 
equipped with whistles. 

The ‘annual reports of the depart- 
ment ‘should be improved. 

Fire Department. 


Bach member of the department 
should be furnished with a dook of 
‘the department's rules. 

Theré are no published reports of the 
work of the fire inspector.

Water Department. 


If meters were read and collections 
made only quarterly instead of month- 
ly, as at present, all of the reasons 
which make frequent reading desirabie 
would be complied with. , 

The present accounting system, while 
satisfactory in most respects, causes 
some confusion by permitting dupli- 
cate payments. 

No statements are available showing 
a comparison. of the quantity of water 
pumped with the total quantity con- 
sumed as indicated-by the meter read- 
ings. 

Sanitary Department. 


To secure cledner streets an inten- 
sive study should be made of the kinds 
and conditions of streets, kinds of tools 
used, work methods and organization 
of the, department. 

The day patrol system as operated 
at present stirs up a great deal of 
dust and should be supplemented by 
sprinkling. 

Streets which have a disintegrating 
pavement should be olled. 

Careful inquiry should be made 
relative to the feasibility of generat- 
ing electricity in the new crematory. 

The department maintains no effici- 
ency or unit cost records whatever. 
There are not even any records show- 
ing areas cleaned each dav nor quapn- 
tity of garbage consumed in the 
crematory. 

Inspection of Buildings. 


There is no record showing the 
name of the inspector making any 
particular inspection. A rule should 
be promulgated at once that each in- 
spettor turn in a signed report of 
each inspection. 

The files contain the records of sev- 
eral thousand buildings, the construc- 
tion of which has been approved and 
the owners of which are therefore en- 
titled to special] discounts by fire in- 
surance underwriters. Endeavor 
should be made to notify the owners 
of these buildings so that they may 
have the benefit of the reduced insur- 
ance premiums. 

Comptroller's Office. 


There is no uniformity of pay rolls. 
Moreover the certificates on payment 
vouchers for contracts and open mar- 
ket orders are also wholly inadequate. 

The comptroller has no accounting 
contro] over any of the financial sta- 
tionery used by the city. 

A large amount of clerical labor is 
wasted in posting what is known as 
the police docket. A plan for obviating 
this work is described on page 48 of 
this report. 

The only system which enables a 
city readily to ascertain its exact 
financial condition at any time compre- 
hends the setting up as liabilities 
against appropriations and bond funds, 
of all contracts and open market or- 
ders at the time they are consum- 
mated or issued. By a slight amplifi- 
cation the present accounting system 
of Atlanta may be put upon that kind 
of a basis. 

Budget Methods. 


The making of the annual budget is 
the most important governmental 
event of the year to the citizens of At- 
lanta, and yet all of the work in con- 
nection therewith has been done sgse- 
cretively. Although budget-making is 
public business, the public has known 
absolutely nothing of what was going 
on. Larga numbers of citizens are con- 
versant with the community needs and 
are ardently desirous of bettering ex- 
isting conditions. 


Passing Ordinances. 


It is customary to pass ordinances 
on their second reading at the same 
meeting at which they are introduced, 
notwithstanding the fact that there is 
a charter provision evidently intended 
to prevent just such a custom. It fs a 
Gangerous policy, and should be aban- 
doned. 

The proceeedings of council should be 


printed in pamphlet form immediately 


after each meeting, making them cur- 
rently available to council members 
city officials and those of the genera 
public ‘who mav be sufficiently inter- 
ested to ask for copies. 


Purchasing Supplies and Materials. 


At the present time a large propor- 
tion of the city’s nurchases are made 
with little regard for the kind, grade 
style, etc., of equipment, supplies an 
materials. To buy efficiently and eco- 
nomically everything should be de- 
scribed in specifications and all speci- 
fications should be standardized. 

Supplementary to standardization of 
specifications and centralization of 
purchasing power, the needs of all de- 
partments should as far as possible 
be anticipated a year in advance, and 
contracts let for quantities to last the 
entire period. 


Bank Deposits and Treasurer's Bal. 
ances, 


The city receives only 2 per cent in- 
terest on its deposits in bank. It is 
probable that the comptroller might 
arrange to make time deposits for a 
definite number of months so that a 
higher rate of interest mikht be se- 
cured, 

The city treasurer has on hand at 
all times an amount averaging over 
$50,000 and on which no interest what- 
ever is received. This money should 
earn at least 2 per cent on daily bal- 
ances, 

Collecting Taxes. 

A system of pre-billing all three tax 
installments should be designed and 
adopted. Such a system would do

EARLY KING: TRIAL 


Mrs. King Supplements Murder Con- 
fession With New Details 
of Plot. 


Macon, Ga., December 30.—(Special.) 
Petitions were placed in circulation in 
Jones county today calling -on Judge 
Parks to call a special term of court 
to try Mrs. Kate King and Nick Wii- 
burn for the murder Of Jim King, the 


woman’s husband. 

The first petition made its appear- 
ance at Hillsboro, and few persons 
failea to sign it. Another will be put 
out today at Round Oak, the home of 
the Kings, and others will be started 
throughout the country. 

The relatives of King declare that 
nothing but an early trial will satisfy 
them, and Mrs. King hersel¢ ‘declares 
that she wants to get it over with as 
quickly as possible. 

Supplemental Confessionn Made. 

Mrs. King made a4 suppemental con- 
fession today in which she said she 
herself once tried to poison her hus- 
band by placing morphine in a dose of 
medicine, but that Mr. King did not 
get enough of it to hurt him. She also 
said that Nick Wilburn had carried 
her pistol for a month before he 
killed King, and that he also had one 
belonging to his brother, Frank Wil- 
burn. His plan was to kill King with 
Frank Wilburn’s pistol and then place 
Mrs. King’s pistol in his hand, s0 that 
it would appear like a case of suicide. 

The imprisoned woman is practical- 
ly deserted by all friends and relatives. 
She spends her hours alone in the lit- 
tle Joneg county jail, and except for 
the kindness of the sleriff and his 
family, she is without attention. 

Father Plans Wilburn’s Defense. 

Wilburn is sullen, and has little to 
say now. His aged father has already 
taken steps to have his son defended, 
despite the fact that the crime well- 
nigh broke the aged man’g heart. 

Nothing has been done, so far as 
known, to provide Mrs. King with 
counsel. A conference of the family 
held Monday decided on no definite 
steps. A peculiar fact is that Mrs. 
King has asked several times about 
the insurance money, $2,000, which 
formed one of the motives for the 
deed. It is possible the policv may 
not be paid, owing to the murder, 
though the court may “e required to 
settle this.

When the body of Frank Pierce An- 
derson. the Western and Atlantic en- 
gineer who died at a local sanitarium

The boards 
of the park, police, fire and water de- 
partments are pronounced unwieldy, 
while each department has an ex- 
ecutive head who ought to ve more 
power and bear the responsibility of 
efficient management. 

Section five calls attention to the 
reforms most needing increased ap- 
propriations—pavement work, park 
boulevards, at least two more police 
stationhouses and a complete and cor- 
rect tax map of the city. | 

Section six outlines the opportuni- 
ties confronting Atlanta’s city govern- 
ment, such as a combination with the 
county government, the standardiza- 
tion of all salaries of municipal em- 
ployees, the consolidation of the city 
repair shops, the abolishing of the 
smoke nuisance, the development of 
the city’s parks and the establishment 
of a park for negroes, the erection of 
safety islands on heavy traffic 
streets, the abolishing of grade cross- 
ings and overhead wires, the erection 
of more street signs and the regula- 
tion of auto parking in the heart of 
the city. .

Held under suspicion of being con- 
nected with serious disturbances at 
Fairburn during Christmas that cul- 
minated in the dynamiting of the town 
calaboose and honge of the deputy 
marshal, Will Lowry ana Johnny 
Shepard, both residents of Fairburn, 
were brought to the Tower last night 
for safe keeping. 

Another man whom detectives believe 
to have been implicated is held in the 
jail at Fairburn. He is Homer Smith, 
a youth -who is suspected of having 
secured the dynamite. Detectives are 
still at work upon the case, and ex- 
pect to make several other arrests 
within the next day or so. 

Prisoners Deny Guilt. 

Lowry and Shepard denv connection 
with the band that terrorized Fair- 
burn. The detectives say, however, 
that they have conclusive evidence 
against both men. 

Lowry and Shepard were brought 
from Fairburn last night at 7 o'clock 
by Superintendent M. S. Baughn, of 
the Reed Detective agency. Baughn 
has been in charge of the corps of 
sleuths who have been in Fairburn 
since Christmas. He tolq a reporter 
for , The Constitution last night that 
when his work ended, Fairburn will 
be rig of one of the boldest “crime 
trusts” that ever operated in a small 
town. 

Baughn accuses Shepard, a youth 
of 20, of a long string of burglaries 
committed in Fairburn during the 
holidays. A large part of the loot 
obtained from five burglarized estab- 
lishments was found in Shepard's 
home, Baughn says, and tle valuables 
have been identifieq by the owners. 

Did They Operate Here. 

It is believed, too, that Shepard has 
been operating in Atlanta. Detectives 
lay at his door a number of the bold 
robberies committed in this city which 
the police and detective departments 
have been unable to fathom. 

“The dynamiting of the Fairburn 
lock-up and home of Deputy Marshal 
Banks on Christmas night,” said De- 
tective Baughn, “was the result of the 
vigorous attempt of town officials to 
exterminate a band of criminals that 
were terrorizing the cimmunity. 

“Lowry, we are positive, was ring- 
leader of the band. Shepard was his 
lieutenant. In a whisky deal, Lowry 
recently was arrested by Deputy Mar- 
shal Banks and put in the city lock- 
up. He fared badly before the courts, 
and swore he would be revenged. 

“It is our belief that Lowry, Shepard 
and four others of tueir band dyna- 
mited the home of Marhal Banks be- 
cause he had obtained the evidence 
against Lowry in the whisky case and 
had made the arrest, and blew up the 
calaboose for revenge upon the town- 
ship. 

Marshal’s Home Shattered. 

‘Smith, we suspect, o* . ined the 
dynamite which was also stolen. The 
explosive was 40 per cent dynamite, 
and completely wrecked the lock-up. 
One entire end of the marshal’s home 
was shattered.” 

Baughn said that had Lowry and 
Shepard been left in the Fairburn jail, 
they in all probability would have es- 
caped within the first twenty-four 
hours. Their fellow gangsters, the 
detective said, would have freed them 
before dawn Tuesday. 

Baughn also ‘says that the sleuths 
have obtained a witmess who over- 
heard Lowry and Shepard plotting to 
dynamite the whole town of Fairburn. 
This witness will testify that while 
riding a trolley from Atlanta to Fair- 
burn shortly before Christmas, he 
heard the plotters’ conversation. 

Mr. Baughn will return to Fairburn 
today to resume charge of the detec- 
tives at work upon the case.

Atlanta Gets Cheaper Rates 
Under New Agree- 
ment. 


The new contract between the city 
and the Georgia Railway and Power 
company for lighting the streets for 
the next five years was signed by May- 
or Courtland Winn for the city, Pres- 
ton 8. Arkwright for the Georg! Rall- 
way and Power company, and approved 
James I. Mayson 
yesterday. 

The contract will go into effect on 
the first day of January and will save 
the city approximately $20,000 the first 
year and more every year thereafter. 
The .contract includes the White Way 
system, ° 

The city will pay the following rates 
under the new contract: 

Are lights, present style, $50 per 
year each; new style, flaming arcs, $55 
per year each; White Way, $30 per 
year per post; incandescent lights, .$22 
per year each. 

The city is paying under the old con- 
tract rates as follows: 

Arcs, $56 per year each; White Way 
posts, $45 per year; incandescent lights, 
$26 per year each. 

Every consumer of current in the 
city will benefit by the reduction. A 
great many users use less than 32 
worth of current per month, yet under 
the present $2 minimum rate they must 
pay that amount. Under the new $1 
minimum scale there will be few who 
will pay for more current than they 
actually use. 

The reductions are as follows: 

Electric light, from 9 cents per kilo- 
watt hour to 7 cents per kilowatt hour, 
and mininium charge from $2 to $1 per 
month. 

Power, from 5.4 cents per kilowatt 
hour to 4.5 cents per kilowat hour, and 
minimum charge from $1 per horse 
power to 50 cents per month per horse 
power. 

The company has in force a sliding 
scale for consumers who use current 
for mill and factory purposes.

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E REVOLUTIONIZING PARCELS POST. 
With the inauguration throughout the United States tomorrow 
of a domestic parcels post there comes the most important and far- 
reaching single innovation since the establishment of the postal serv- 
ice itself. The technical details, with which every farmer, every 
merchant in country and city, every citizen for that matter, should

its present tentative form or in the simplified system that will ulti- 
mately be evolved, the parcels post is destined to work revolution- 
ary and beneficial changes in the cost of living, in general industrial 
development and in closer relations between city and country. The 
definition of business given by Adam Smith, the great economist, is, 
broadly speaking, “the exchange of commodities from where they 
are produced to where they are needed.” And that is the primary 
function of the parcels post. | 

The changes to be wrought under the new system will benefit 

city and country in equal measure. For every advantage reaped by 
the city, there is a compensating feature for the country, and vice 
versa. The selling and distributing capacity of the city will be great- 
ly enhanced. The purchasing and selling power of the country will 
be radically increased. The city merchant and manufacturer will be 
able to deliver his goods in packages ranging from one to eleven 
pounds for rates varying from 5 cents a pound locally and for a 
radius of 50 miles, to 15 cents a pound locally for eleven pounds, 
35 cents for eleven pounds within his 50-mile zone, and the maxi- 
mum, $1.32 for eleven pounds, to the farthest point in the nation. 
What that means in opening new channels of trade for the city or in 
broadening those already opened, is obvious. 
The advantages gained by the farmer, the cross-roads merchant 
and the rural resident generally are equally apparent. Once quick 
and cheap transportation is available, for instance, thousands of Geor- 
gia farmers can get in personal touch with thousands of city resi- 
dents, to whom they can supply direct fresh eggs, butter, vegetables 
and other farm products. ‘The parcels post will provide this trans- 
portation link heretofore missing, save at a high price. The farmer 
individually, or in groups, can establish direct trade relations with 
city consumers. The latter will be served with fresh products at a 
minimum price, thus scaling the cost of living. The farmer will 
find created for him a new and growing source of revenue. Increase 
the farmer’s purchasing power and you benefit most immediately and 
directly the cross-roads or small-town merchant with whom he does 
most of his trading. Year in and year out the farmer patronizes the 
merchant most convenient to him, stocks and terms being satisfac- 
tory. Put more money in the hands of the farmer, and the extension 
of his sales to city consumers will accomplish that identical end, and 
you increase his ability to patronize the near-by merchant. For 
every dollar, under this system, taken out of the country by the 
parcels post, it is likely the farmer will spend ten with his home 
merchant—and that augmented purchasing power is as so much 
bonus to his regular income, coming from the city and not subtracted 
from the country. — 

An effect of the parcels post hitherto little considered will be 
its inevitable influence in stopping the trend from country to city— 
a process that will militate to the advantage of all factors involved. 
Good roads, rural free delivery, the daily, weekly or tri-weekly news- 
paper, the telephone and the automobile, have already wrought won- 
ders in equalizing the advantages as between country and city, and 
lessening the incentive to desert the one for the other. The parcels 
post, providing still another medium of interchange, will make 
further inroads on the isolation that has previously fought against 
the rural districts; will perceptibly increase the revenues of the 


farmer, enabling him to better clothe, feed and educate his family, 
and will add perceptibly to the attractiveness of agriculture as a 


business pursuit. 

All these factors, and others that might be cited, combine to 
make the induction of a domestic parcels post an epochal event in 
the industrial and commercial history of the nation. It is safe to 
assert that long before the expiration of the year 1913 the new 
postal feature will not only have amply justified itself, but as well 


indicated the wisdom of broadening and simplifying its application.

Just before passing sentence, Judge 
Anderson announced he wanted to read 
a statement. Before he had proceeded 
far a child in the corridor began to 
cry, and the judge paused long enough 
to order that the door be kept closed. 
It was the 4-year-old George Bern- 
hardt, son of the Cincinnati prisoner, 
who had been playing in the corridor 
with Christmas toys. In consequence 
of his crying, about one-third of the 
prisoners had been sentenced before 
the doors were opened to allow people 
to go out. 

The courtroom was more crowded 
than usual. Among many women pres- 
ent was Mrs. Benjamin Harrison, 
widow of the former president. The 
sentences were read by the court from 
a slip of paper, the names and the 
terms of imprisonment being called off 
rapidly. A few minutes later the court- 
room was cleared of all except the pris- 
oners, who, with their families, were 
allowed to remain in the federal build- 
ing until late in the afternoon. 

Prisoners Sing on Way to Jail. 

At 3:15 o'clock the prisoners, 
shackled to deputy marshals, with Mar- 
shal Schmidt and Superintendent of 
Police aMrtin J. Hyland in the lead, 
stepped out of the federal bullding and 
on their march to the county jail, be- 
gan to sing, “On the Banks of the 
Shannon,” The singing continued, with 
crying women and children following 
the procession, almost until the jail 
was reached. Every effort by the offi- 
Clals to stop the demonstration caused 
louder singing. 

As the line reached the prisoners’ 
entrance to the jail the deputies 
stepped aside, the handcuffs were re.

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INJUNCTION GOVERNMENT BETTER 
Says U. S. Judge Anderson 


THAN GOVERNMENT BY DYNAMITE 


In Passing Sentence the Judge Also 
Said Some of the Defendants 
Were Guilty of Murder. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 30.— 
Federal Judge Anderson's statement, 
in which he stated that “the evidence 
shows some of these defendants to 
be guilty of murder,” was read by him 
from the bench. The statement in full 
follows: 

“In 1905, there was a contest on be- 
tween the American Bridge company, 
a concern engaged in the erection of 
structural iron, and the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers, of which association all 
but two of the defendants in this case 
are members, over the open and closed 
shop question, the bridge company 
having declared its purpose to con- 
duct its affairs on the open shop basis. 
In August, 1905, the international as- 
sociation declared a general strike 
against the bridge company through- 
out the United States, and this later 
was extended to all open shop con- 
cerns in any way connected or allied 
with or subsidiary to the bridge com- 
pany. This strike has never been se*t- 
tled ' 
Campaign by Dynamite. 

“In the early period of its existence 
the strike was attended with the usual 
incidents of picketing, slugging and 
rioting, but in 1906 a campaign of dy- 
namite wes inaugurated, and begin- 
ning with explosions in the east and 
extending from the Atlanta to the Pa- 
cifiic, continuing until the arrest of 
the McNamaras and - McManigal in 
April, 1911, the evidence in this case 
shows that almost 100 explosions, dam- 
aging and destroying structures in 
process of erection by. and machinery 
of, open shop concerns took place, cul- 
mirnating on th»: first day of October, 
1910, in the destruction of the Los An- 
veles Times building and the murder 
of twenty-one people. Every one of 
those explosions was upon the work 
of open shop concerns, and no explo- 
elon is shown to have taken place upon 
any closed shop job. Since the arrest 
of the McNamaras and ~ McManigal!

funds were drawn from the associa- 
tion upon checks signed by the secre- 
tary-treasurer, John J. McNamara, and 
by the president, the defendant, Frank 
M. Ryan. 

“rwo of the defendants in this case, 
McManigal and Clark, have pleaded 
guilty and testified to their participa- 
tion in and knowledge of the con- 
spiracy and its execution. The prin- 
cipal of these is McManigal, whose 
story, as testified to upon the wit- 
ness stand, was given in such manner 
as to of itself carry conviction of its 
truth. But in addition to this, his 
testimony is corroporated by letters of 
various of of the defendants, by the 
records of the international associa- 
tion, by the records of banks, tele- 
graph companies, express companies, 
telephone companies and of the United 
States postoffice, by hotel registers 
and other facts and circumstances, 
which leave no doubt as to the truth of 
his testimony, both in substance and 
detail. 

“This scheme or campeign of dyna- 
mite was entered into and carried on 
throughout the country from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and necessarily 
involved the illegal transportation of 
dynamite and nitroglycerin upon the 
vehicles and cars of common carriers, 
carryi passengers from state to 
state. Many more than the twenty- 
five transportations charged in the 
indictment have been proved in this 


case. 
Hockin Said “Damn the Law.” 

“The attitude of mind of the de- 
fendants toward the law is illustrated 
bx an inaident that took place with 
the defendant Hockin. he uncontra- 
dicted evidence shows that the de- 
fendant Hockin, at one time during 
the life of the conspiracy, sought to 
purchase nitroglycerin from a ce n 
witness for the government. This 
witness asked him how he proposed to 
take it away. Hockin said in suit 
cases on the train. The witness asked 
him if he knew what the law was and 
its penalties, whereupon Hockin re- 
plied ‘damn the law.’ The letters of 
many of these defendants and certain 
of the proceedings of the conventions 
of the international association 
breathe the same disregard for law. 

‘The evidence disclose san appalling 
list of crimes in addition to those 
charged in the ircictments. These 
crimes were all committed in the name 
of organized labor. I will not believe 
that organized labor approves of such 
practices. Any organization that ap- 
proves ane acopts the methods of these 
defendants is an outlaw and will met 
the fate which outlaws have met since 
civilized society began. 

“The evidence shows that in tne 
early part of this struggle, one court 
issued an injunction against violence. 
It is the one bright spot in the dark 
history of this conspiracy. In recert 
years we have heard much denuncia- 
tion of government by injunction, but 
a consideration of the evidence in this 
ease will convince any impartial per- 
son that government by injunction is 
infinitely to be preferred to govern- 
ment by dynamite. 

“The evidence unquestionably estab- 
lishes that the officers and persons oc- 
cupying positfons as members of the 
executive board of the international 
association, from the time of the ac- 
tion of the board in directing the 
omission from the monthly publication 
of the detailed expenses, as stated, up 
to the time of the arrest of the Mc- 
Namaras and McManigal, each knew 
of and aided in the purchase and un- 
lawful transportation of dynamite and 
nitroglycerin, as above stated. 


Extent of Conspiracy. 
“The only question has been how 


far the conspiracy extended, and 
whether or not all of the defendants 
on trial were parties thereto. The evi- 
dence clearly establishes that each of 
the defendants found guilty by the 
verdict of the jury was a member of 
this conspiracy, and in some measure 
aided or abetted in the unlawful trans- 
portation charged in the inuictment. 
Upon this proposition there can be no 
rearonable question. The only diffi- 
culty is that now devolving upon the 
court to determine, as near as may be 
possible, the degree of guilt of the 
leaders ni this business, the relative 
degree of guilt uf the other defendants 
and to apportion the punishment ac- 
cordingly. 

“In fixing the punishment to be 
meted out to the leaders in these 
crimes, the court must not forget that 
they can only be punished here for the 
offenses they have been guilty of 
committing against the United States. 
The appalling crimes growing out of 
this conspiracy were allowed to be 
shown in evidence only because they 
tended to show the community of 
purpose, the cencert of mind and ac- 
tion, which is an essential ingredient 
of the crimes charged, ang the ef- 
fect of such evidence was carefully 
limited to this in the courts instruc- 
tions to the jury. The court must not 
now give it any other effect. 

Some Guilty of Murder. 

“The evidence shows some of these 
defendants to be guilty of murder, but 
they are not chargeq here with that 
crime; this court cannot punish them 


for it, nor should it be Influenced by 
such consideration in fixing the meas- 
ure of punishment for the crimes 
charged. 


its severity, is the important consid- 
eration in the administration of crimi- 
nal justice. Such  pmpey es should 
be meted out as shall warn others that 
even if they desire to accomplish law- 
ful ends, they must not violate the 
law in the attempt to realize them. 

Keeping these considerations in 
view the court must repress that in- 
dignation with every law-abiding 
citizen naturally feels at the crimes 
which the evidence in this case dis- 
closes in addition to those for which 
the defendants have Leen found 
guilty, and as near as may be pos- 
sible, eonfine the punishment within 
its proper scope.”

C. O. D. Packages Are Barred. 


The C. O. D. feature mentioned in section 5 of the parcel post laws 
will not be placed in effect until the department has opportunity to deter- 


mine the best system after observing the operation of the service. 
The changed paragraph of section 5 of the parcel post laws now says | 


that a parcel can not be sent through the mail “collect on delivery,” even 
though the requisite parcel stamps may attached the parcel. In 
other words, the postoffice department will not assume to collect the price 
of the parcel at the other end and return the money to the sender, as is

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TREASURY METHODS 
RADICALLY CHANGED 


Secretary MacVeagh Thinks Changes 
Will Lessen Interference With 
Country’s Business. 


Washington, December 30.—Secreta- 
ry MacVeagh today ordered a revolu- 
tionary change in the business meth- 
ods of the treasury department in 
handling the income and expenditures 
of the government, which is expected 
to lessen interference bythe treasury 
with the fiscal operations of the 
country, make the government depos- 
its in United’ States depositories more 
active and obviate the payment of ex- 
change on government checks. 

Effectve February 1, accounts >f the 
federal disbursing officers wil be placed 
with the treasurer, and all disbursing 
officers’ checks drawn on that official 
may be cashed by any national bank 
designated as a United States depos- 
itory. Banks making such payments 
may immediately replenish tne speci- 
fied account from federal customs or 
internal revenue receipts daily depos- 
ited. The banks thus will forward to 
the subtreasuries only the excess of 
receipts over expenditures. I¢ the ex- 
penditureg are greater than the re- 
ceipts, the subtreasuries wil] supply 
the deficiency. 

In this manner, it is explained, much 
of the government’s business will be 
transacted without the actual use of 
currency. It will be an extension of 
the clearing house _ principle to the 
government, and the banks will check 
expenditures against receipts and then 
make their’ settlements with the 
treasury. 

All checks in payment of customs 
and in connection with revenue re- 
ceipts which are turned into the sub- 
treasuries, under the existing sys- 
tem, must be converted into actual 
money before they can be valid out on 
checks of disbursing officers. The new 
scheme will obviate this cumbersome 
method of withdrawing money only to 
pay it out into circulation again. 

The change, it is said, wil] have the 
effect of distributing federal disburse- 
ments inan equitable manner all over 
the country. The new plan does ..ot 
contemplate the increase of deposits 
in the banks. 

Treasury officials regard the change 
as the greatest reform of Secretary 
MacVeagh’s administration. 


BOUNDARY LINE 
DISPUTE SETTLED 


Obstacle to Continuing Crema- 
tory Work Removed by 
Agreement, 


The dispute between the city and the

Mus’sNot Seal Packages. 

“TSere are many details that the public should know, too, before they 
present matter for transfer by the parcels post. Ordinary stamps will 
not do, special stamps must be secured, and the name and address of 
sender must be on every package. When this rule is violated the matter 
will be held at the local office, according to the regulations of the depart- 
ment. Parcels post matter must also be subject to examination, not sealed; 
that is, when a package is sealed it becomes first-class, is subject to first- 
class charges and unmailable over four pounds. 

“We have sent out to every business house a blank form asking infor- | 
mation of their mail order business, so that we might form some idea of | 
what to prepare for. Some of these have been returned, others have not, | 
and it nas been impossible yet for us to estimate the volume. We expect 
to handle it all, however, and on schedule time.” 

The prrcels post rate has been published several times -before. but for 
the convén..:nce of thousands of southerners The Constitution has again se 
cured this table, from which may easily be estimated the cost of any pack- 
age to any destination. It will be seen from the table that charge is made 
on a basis of weight and distance, the only class of mail where distance is | 
figured. No package may weigh more than 11 pounds, or be greater than 
72 inches in girth. 

The registry feature of parcels post packages has been abolished by, 
order of the department, and an insurance feature has been substituted. This 
gives an indemnity against loss up to $50 on payment of a 10<ent fee, to 
be affixed in parcels post stamps, not ordinary stamps, to the package, which 
must also be fully prepaid. 


Unmailable Articles. 

As to what’s mailable and what isn't—well, that is too long for recountal | 
here. Anything not mailable in the regular mail is, of course, excluded from 
the parcels post, such as explosives, whisky, poison, sharp instruments when 
improperly packed, obscene and scurrilous matter. What may be shipped 
is a still longer list, and includes everything, almost, from eggs to queen bees. 

And back of all these lists‘still remain those provisions which the postal! 
officials are trying so hard to impress on the public, that matter must be 
fully addressed, bearing name and address of sender also: must be fully 
prepaid, and must bear special stamps. All this, however, will again be told 
at the window to everybody doing any parcels posting. 

Out in town, where the merchants are getting busy to utilize the parcels 
post, can be found many other suggestions of value. 

And last of all—what is the parcels post going to mean to Atlanta? 

Persons well informed believe that it will be of inestimable good to the 
city. They think that it is going to increase postal receipts: in fact, that 
it is going to give this index of progress a substantial boost.

Gallows Being Prepared in Ar- 
kansas for Man Apparent- 
ly Violently Crazy. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., December 30.—Not- 
withstanding that the man sentenced 
to be hanged has been removed from 
the county prison to a hospital ap- 
parently violently insane, the erection 
of the scaffold for the execution Fri- 
day of John McVay, a planter, was 
begun late today when word came 
from Washington that the United 
States supreme court had: refused to 
issue a writ of error in his case, and 
in anothér dispatch Governor Dona- 
ghey was quoted as saying that he 
would not interfere.

Walkout of Garment Workers in New 
York Has Resulted in Serious 
Situation. 


New York, December 30.—Strong ef- 
forts were made today to bring to an 
end by mediation and arbitration the 


strike of workers in the men’s clothing 
(manufacturing trade, 


which began this 
morning with the refusal of operatives 
variously .estimated to number from 
50,000 to 150,000 to go to work because 
they desire higher pay and better 
working conditions from their employ- 
ers, members of the New York Cloth- 
iers’ association. ~The strike affects 
4.000 shops in New York, Brooklyn, 
Newark and other places. 

John J. Bealin, of the state,board of 
mediation and arbitration, conferred 
with representatives of the Clothiers’ 
association and of the United Male Gar- 
men Workers of America, and will re- 
port to the board on the advisability of 
conducting an investigation of the con- 
ditions under whiclr the garment mak- 
ers work. 

The International Peace Forum also 
resumed its efforts looking to media- 
tion. It presented to both employers 
and operatives a plan for submitting 
to them a list of governers of ten 
states, ten educators, ten United States 
senators and ten clergymen from whom 
five or seven men shall be selected to 
hear arguments and submit findings 
which shall be binding to the manufac- 
turers and their employees. 

“The strike has assumed serious pro- 
portions,” Mr. Bealin said, ‘‘and there 
is grave danger that it will spread to 
other cities.” 

Some of the strike leaders predicted 
that Rochester, Baltimore, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, Philadel- 
phia and Utica concerys probably 
would be affected by the strike. 

Strike leaders at a mass meeting of 
garment makers tonight refused to al- 
low Dr. William Carter, general secre- 
tary of the International Peace Forum, 
before the assembled workers 
the socilety’s arbitration plan. Dr. Car- 
ter wag told it was “too early in the 
strike” to consider a mediation move.

New Year’s. The ordinary closing time 
is 1 a. m., and the Law and Order 
league is protesting the chiéf’s order. 

Chief McWeeny heard the demands 
of the ministers and promised he 
“would take the matter under advise- 
ment.” 

After the marchers had left the city 
hall, Jenkin Lloyd Jones was appoint- 
ed to see the mayor and determine if 
his refusal to see the ministers was 
final, According to Charles Fitzmorris, 
the mayor's” secretary, it is not- the 
custom to receive on Monday.

One important feature of the attor- 
ney general's opinion is the statement 
that no legal effect is attached to the 
directions contained -tin the house 
money trust resolution calling upon 
the comptroller of the currency, sec- 
retary of the treasury and other offi- 
cials to comply with all instructions 
of the committee for assistance in its 
labor. 

“The duties of the comptroller are 
imposed by law,” said the opinion,

The attorney general’s opinion holds 
the president has the lawful power 
to direct the comptroller to supply 
the committee with information al- 
ready in his possession. The presi- 
dent on the other hand can refuse to 
divulge this information if he thinks 
the interests of the government re- 
quire it be kept confidential, says the 
attorney general. 

Most of the information sought by 
the committee is not now in posses- 
sion of the comptroller and the attor- 
ney general holds that the comptroller 
has no right to exercise his power in 
procuring data merely for the purpose 
of furnishing

The report says that only 15 per cent 
of Atlanta’s homes were equipped with 
electric wiring ten years ago, and in 
1912 the increase was 97 per cent. 

The reduced price of electricity, $1 
per month minimum and 7 cents cur- 
rent for residences and small consum- 
ers, effective January 1, 1913, will re- 
sult, according to the report, in the 
almost universal use of electricity for 
illumination, 

In anticipation of the reduced rate, 
the people of Atlanta have installed 25 
per cent more electric lights and fit- 
tings during 1912 as compared with the 
year 191f. 

The street lighting equipment of the 
city has advanced from 1,508 arc lights, 
905 lights af™ 309 white way 
posts in January, 1912, to 1,605 are 
lights, 960 series lights and 335 white 
way posts in December, 1912.

Washington, December 30.—Steps 
were taken today to have the supreme 
court of the United States pass on 
one of the phases of alleged scandal 
connected with the conduct of the 
South Carolina state dispensary. 

An appeal was filed from the action 
of the South Carolina supreme court 
in enjoining the Carolina Glass com- 
pany from attempting to collect fror 
the state $23,000, alleged to be due it 
for vettles and demijotns furnished 
the state dispensary. The state su- 
preme court upheld the findings of the 
state dispensary commission that the 
glass company was paid $51,000 for 
bottles in excess of the fair market 
price, and therefore instead of the 
state owing the company $22,000 the 
company owed the state $28,000.
